PLANS  AIID  Njgf  BUILDIiTGo 

Plan©  were  submitted  during  the  year  for  a total  of  177  building 
projects,  a large  increase  on  the  figures  for  1932  (ill).  New  houses, 
conversions  and  reconstruction  or  improvements  to  houses  account  for 
practically  all  the  increases. 


No  plans  wore  rejected  by  the  Council  under  Building  Byelaws  or 
To\Tn  Planning,  although  a number  w^ere  altered  before  approval  was  given. 

A total  of  553  visits  were  made  to  building  sites  during  which 
233  drainage  installations  were  inspected.  This  is  a large  increase 
(an  additional  tv/o- thirds)  on  the  figures  for  1952,
